Loud applause from the gal- 
leries, sage shaking of heads by 
the older genération, murmurs 
of approval from the editorial- 
ists — but only a weary sigh 
from the parents who happen to 
have a wayward or difficult 


Society is a collective coward: 
It refuses to take the blame for 
its own ills, but prefers to par- 
cel them out to smaller seg- 
ments of the population. No mat- 
ter what is wrong, we never 
blame ourselves as a people, but 
always indict 2 selected portion 
of the public as the Devil. 

We blame Big Business, or 
Bad Labor, or Corrupt Police, 
or Poor Schools, or apy conven- 
fent abstraction. It is easier, it 
is more comfortable for our 
sense of self-righteousness, and 
it relieves us of the responibil- 


ity for looking more deeply into . 


the matter, and taking realistic 
steps to remedy it. 

Now we have the Lax Parent 
added to the list of social devils. 
All we have to do is punish the 
adults, and juvenile lelinquency 
will diminish to a harmless 
prank.

Dear Doctor: Kindly describe 
hypertensive vascular disease. 
—HN.M. 

Hypertensive vascular disease 
is high blood pressure with 
some degree of blood vessel and 
heart involvement, — 
“Hypertension” is quite under- 
standably a misconstrued term. 
For whatever reasons, we all 


think first of “tension” in terms; 


of “nervousness,” 

That isn what it means in 
“hypertensive disease.” Hyper- 
tension (or too-much-tension’’), 
simply means too much pres- 
sure. High blood pressure! 

We are commonly confused 
further because too much’ ner- 
vous tension {s a frequent com- 
panion of too much blood-pres- 
sure tension. They often go to- 
gether. But not always. 

There is a further implication 
in the term, hypertensive vas- 
cular disease. The implication is 
that it is of long standing. There 
isn’t any reason to be disturbed 
over 2 temporary increase in 
blood pressure. You “‘blow your 
top” at some situation or other; 
or you are frightened; or you 
have to rally all your energy 
and alertness for an emergency; 
or you are scared. Your blood 
pressure rises. If we could meas- 
ure blood pressure on the run, 
we'd find that most of the play- 
ers on a football team have 
‘Thigh blood pressure” or “‘hy- 
pertension” just before the kick- 
off. 


That's a natural response. It 
is good. But it should be tem- 
porary. If the pressure, for no 
va reason, continues indef- 
initely, it is quite another mat- 
ter. The continued excessive 
pressure in time has its effect 
on blood vessels (which make 
it “‘vascular”), The heart be- 
comes enlarged. There may or 
may not be evidence of heart 
weakness — shortness of breath, 
swelling of the ankles. Or heart 
pain. 


An electrocardiogram may or 
may not tt ep changes. 
Temporary high blood pressure 
is to be expected. Continued 
high" fressure is not. Therefore, 
ve cardiovascular dis- 
ease implies that the trouble is 
continuing, and is 4 


. producing 
other changes. . 

The seriousness depends upon 
the duration and height of their 
pressure, plus any sign of heart 
involvement, 

Not all cases of high blood 
pressure disclose heart .compli- 
cations. But when your doctor 
saya that you have hypertensive 
disease, it is time for you to pay 
strict attention-to such things as 
he may advise to. bring that 
pressure down. 

All of us can have brief in- 
stances of high blood pressure 
which will not hurt us and may, 
indeed, be very helpful to us. 
But if we fall into a physiologi- 
cal habit of continued high 
pressure, we'd better do some- 
thing about it. are

Get Tax 
Holiday 


OTTAWA (CP)—The. govern- 
ment Friday mapped out 35 la- 
bor markets in Canada where 
special tax treatment will be of- 
fered—if Parliament agrees—in 
a bid to attract new manufac- 
turing and processing indus- 
tries, 

Tax plums in these so-called 
“designated areas” of high un- 
employment and slow ‘growth 
would include a holiday from in- 
come tax for the first three 
years of operation. There also 
would be a fast two-year write. 
off of new machinery and accel- 
erated depreciation on new 
buildings. 

Under the winter works pro- 
gram, municipalities in these 
areas also will get a bigger slice 
—60 per cent instead of 50—of 
payroll costs paid by the federal 
government. This applies to ap- 
proved projects between Nov. 1 
and April 30. 

Criteria used to pick out these 
have-not regions are compli- 
cated. In the main, the eligible 
Gistricts are fairly large Na- 
tional Employment Service of- 
fice areas where statisticians 
have diagnosed a history of high 
unemployment in summer, 
rather than winter. 

Those chosen included the 
NES offices areas centred by 
these communities: 

Ontario — Brantford, Corn- 
wall, Windsor, Pembroke, Tim- 
mins, Wallaceburg, Elliot Lake, 
Chatham.

Today, there are 157,000,000 members of 
the Red Cross. Of this total nearly two and a 
half million are Canadians, with the Junior 
Red Cross having a million and a half young 
people enrolled. . 


A hundred years is a long time. But, consid- 
ering the manner in which the Red Cross move- 
ment has grown, until it now is active in 88 
nations, the time seems remarkably short in 
view of the progress made. 





Verwoerd’s Challenge 

Premier Hendrik Verwoerd has “challenged” 
Britain to allow South Africa to take over the 
administration of three protectorates, Bechuana- 
land, Basutoland and Swagiland. This is akin 
to a convicted wife-beater one to 
Jet him teach the neighbors’ children -some 
manners. 

The prospect is not without initial appeal, 
but one wonders whether acceptance might 
damage one’s standing in the community and, 
strangely enough, one is loathe to en’ the 
training of the troublesome brats to a person 
of such questionable reputation. 

Bechuanaland, Basutoland and Swaziland can 
be of no possible value to Britain. The best she 
can hope is to get rid of her present 
bility for their welfare. South Africa’s claim to 
guide their destiny is much stronger than Bri- 
tain’s.

fanatical regime would push Britain to the point 
of making such an unenviable choice between 
surrender and armed resistance, but circum-

With the rising resentment of the natives, 
it would seem inevitable that these Protectorates 
‘will be eventually utilized as refuges to which 
rebels against apartheid may flee and from 
which they may plot continued. resistance

Unemployment is our most difficult econ- 
omle problem. 
Two groups of workers are most suscep- 
‘tible —. the untrained, or undertrained, and 
the aging. 





¢ enough, they suffer because 
of two trends which hold the greatest promise 
for a better life for all in coming years — auto- 
mation, which enables us to produce more, at a 
lower cost, and the provision of security. 
Automation decreases the demand for un- 
skilled labor. The spectacle of a factory staffed 
by a lot of button-pushers who will be bored to 


death, instead of by skilled craftsmen taking a leans 


pride in their tasks, has not materialized. Even 
button-pushing can be done automatically, but 
only highly trained men can design, build, re- 
pair, maintain and service the complicated ma- 
chines which make automation possible. 

ome of the men displaced by these mach- 
in. -2e young. They can be retrained. Some are 
old. There may be little to be done in their 
case, because their remaining working years 
are few and retraining might not be worth 
while. Yet even many older workers may well 
face a brighter future. - 

The National Employment Service is ful- 
filling a useful function in endeavoring to re- 
duce the number of “drop-outs” from schools, 
and thereby to lower the number of workers 
with insufficient education to learn new skills. 
It is not so certain; though, that this same ser- 
vice is likely to make much further headway 
under present circumstances in its efforts to 
have employers give jobs to older men and wo- 
men. It stresses that older workers are “just as 
capable of maintaining production standards 
8s younger people,” that they are “steady and 
reliable,” that “age is no criterion of efficiency.” 
Surely, though, most employers are aware of 
this.’ Insofar as they dre not, the NES. is per- 
forming a useful function. It says that there 
is “a steadily growing recognition by mgnage- 
ment of the employment value-of older workers.” 
This is all to the good — but still ‘not good 
oo Mee than recognition of facts is needed, 
One big obstacle which older workers have 
had to face in seeking new jobs has been the 
requirements of pension plans. Reputable firms 

: do not want to have thelr employees living in 
poverty after their working years are over. 
Therefore, many of them have provided pension 
pians. But pensions are only adequate if con- 
tributions are made over a lengthy period. This 
has resulted in firms refusing to hire older men 
and women. 

That obstacle may shortly disappear, when 
“portable pensions” are provided, by either the 
Ontario or Federal plans. 

Once either of these plans becomes Ta- 
tive, the National Employment Service is ly 
to have much less difficulty “selling” employers 
on the benefits of hiring older men and women, 
providing they are adequately trained for the 
jobs which are open. 





The Lesser Danger 
Steven Fitts is six Yet, in one sense, 
he is a ploneer..A white boy, he has been en- 
rolled in a school which formerly was reserved 
for Negro children. 

This is desegregation in reverse. 5 

Yet it produced precisely the same reaction 
from white segregationists in Steven’s home 
‘atate of Arkansas as that displayed by them 
when Negro children attempt to enter schools 
formerly reserved for white children. Steven’s 
mother has received a steady stream of obscene 
and threatening telephone calls. A rock thrown 
through Steven’s bedroom window showered 
him with broken glass, 

While Mrs. Fitts deservegfull marks for 
courage in enrolling her son in’a Negro school, 
one is tempted to argue that children should 
not be forced into the front lines.in such a 
fight. This, of course, applies just as much to 
the Negro children who are sent forth to break 
the Jim Crow barrier in white schools as it 
does to Steven, sent to a Negro school. Z

Perhaps, they are doomed to be scarred, in any

The percentage of credit union 
which are written off as 
bad loans, is a little less than 
one-fifth of one percent.

Or, if it lends money to 500 
of its members, it can count on 
499 of them paying back. The 
figures tell a creditable story 
about the natural honesty of 
most Canadians. 

We wonder to what extent this 
good record for honesty among 
borrowers can be explained by 
the fact that credit-union borrow. 
ings are done only by members 
of groups, which are, for the 
most part, fairly small. Anyone 
dealing with a friend, or an ac- 
quaintance, is likely to be more 
scrupulously honest than when 
he is dealing with a big, imper- 
sonal faraway corporation. 

Every reader can tell a story, 
from his own experience, of 
someone who cheated on a gar- 
age bill for automobile repairs, 
because the insurance company 
was paying. If someone he knew 
had been paying, rather than an 
impersonal insurer, he probably 
would not have cheated.

‘this moment in’ the United 
States, the EEC barriers to 
American poultry cause quick 
assumptions that the United 
States was mistaken in helping 
to promote the Common Market. 

The Common Market however 
has achieved some things bene- 
ficial not only to its own mem- 
bers but to other nations. The 
outer tariff wall with which the 
European “Six” surround them- 
selves is lower than the average 
of their pre - Common Market 
national tariffs, And France, 
where protectionism ig specially 
strong, is bringing its tariffs 
down to the general level, 

Contrary to the dark forebod- 
ings which British officials fos- 
tered, the Common Market is 
today takihg more British goods 
than before the question of Brit- 
ish membership was mooted and 
then vetoed in the bud by de 
Gaulle. - 

As for trade among its-own 
members, the Common Market 
has often been unduly credited 
with bolstering this. It has help- 
ed, no doubt. But general Euro- 
pean prosperity has helped as 
much or more. For example, in 
three years just after its found. 
ing, Common Market internal 
trade increased by more than 
70 percent, a spectacular achie- 
vement unti! compared with the 
increase in the three years pre- 
ceding its establishment: more 
than 80 percent.

Izaak and Rachel (as it would 
be spelled now) returned to his 
home in London. A native of 
Stafford, in west central Eng- 
land, Walton had settled in Lon- 
don as a dealer in hardware, 
bosiery and haberdashery in 


It could hardly have been 2 
happy marriage. All seven of 
their children died in infancy, 
and Rachel herself died in bear- 
ing her seventh child. A brief 
cote in Walton’s prayerbook 
tells us: .“Rachel diet*t640.” 

Six years later Walton mar- 
ried Anne Ken, a half-sister of 
the eminent Bishop Thomas Ken 
and two children were born to 
them and sufVived, His business 
must bave been fairly prosper- 
ous because in his fifties he 
could divide his time between 
London and his Stafford cottage. 
Anne Walton died after 16 years 
of happy married life and left 
Srieving, ‘‘Alas, 
alas, that’ she dyed,” he wrote 
in his prayer book, then crossed 
out the “dyed” and added “is 
ded.” 

In the chapel of Worcester 
cathedral where she was buried, 
he placed a small oval memorial 
with this epitaph: “Here lyeth 
buried, so much as could d e, 
of nn the wife of: Izase (sic) 
Walton, who was 2 woman of re- 
markable prudence and of the 
Primitive pietie, and her greate 
and general! knowledge being 
adorned with such trew humili- 
tie, and blest with so much 
Christian meekness, as made 
her worthy ofa more memor- 
able monument.” 

Walton by that time was a 
writer of note. He had brought 
out the first edition of “The 
Compleat Jangies: or the Con- 
templative Man’s Recreation" 
and bad also published biogra- 
phics of John Donne, famous 
Poet and divine, and Sir Henry 
Wotton & prominent ambassa- 

lor. 


If his writings are any indica- 
tion, Walton must have been a 
kind and affectionate husband, 
for their style is always marked 
by. contentment and serenity. 
The “‘disporte. of fysshying’’ is 
always compared favorably to 
grubby commerce, ‘the dili- 
gence of trades and nolseful 
gain." As Charles Lamb obser- 
ved, Walton’s treatise on angl 
ing “would sweeten a man’s 
temper at any time to read it.'*

On the first two proposals it 
should be able to command a 


good deal of support. The distri- . 


bution of federal electoral dis- 
tricts has been unfair since the 
1930's, even although the last re- 
distribution took place only a 
little over a decade ago. 

The fact is that the vast move- 
ment of people from rural to ur- 
ban areas has never been recog: 
nized electorally in Canada, and 
the value of a city_yote in rela- 
tion to a vote in a rural constit- 
uency has seriously declined. 

If this matter is to be set 
righf, the best and most obvious 
way of doing it is through an 
independent commission, such 
a commission, indeed, has been 
long overdue, 

Equally overdue is the move 
to establish a permanent voters’ 
list.

—Western's scientists found the 
earth crust was about two miles 
thick and the water about three 
miles deep,

Lift Building

VANCOUVER (CP)—A/ heli- 
copter has helped the B.C._For- 
est Service solve one of its 
trickiest problems.

The service was faced with 
the task of getting material and 
equipment to the top of Tangle 
Mountain, a 4,407-foot peak 
ocar Nanaimo on Vancouver Is- 
land. ; 

To carry out the job by con- 
ventional means it would have 
been necessary to construct a 
road under difficult conditions 
and probably at~ prohibitive 
cost. 

A helicopter was brought in 
and the prefabricated lookout 
building was lifted to the moun 
tain top in two stages. It took 
just-one day to complete -the 


Two loads of lumber for the 
foundation went in first, fol 
lowed by the two sections of 
the actual building. 

The top of the mountain was 
so rugged the helicopter 
couldnt land. The loads, com- 
prising everything from dishes 
and a garbage can to the build- 
ing itself, were dropped from 
a short distance above the 
rocks. 

The lookout became the 25th 
aerate on Vancouver Is- 
land.

Keep Functions - 


Of Landlord, 
Tenant Apart 


By SYDNEY J. HARRIS 


A couple dropped in for tea 
last Sunday afternoon, and dure 
ing the conversation the wife 
mentioned that they had been 
shopping for an apartment, but 
with no success. 

Knowing that she owned 2 
handsome buliding in a most de- 
sirable location, I asked her 
why she didn’t take an apart- 
ment in her own property, 

“It would drive me crazy,” 
she shrugged. “As the senant, 
T'd expect the owner to pay for 
all the repairs and decorating — 
but, as the owner, I'd insist that 
the tenant take better care of 
the apartment. My nervous sys- 
tem couldn't stand such a 
strain!” 

We all laughed, of course, but 
her jest wag rooted in serious 
fact. Shifwas really saying that 
she prefers to keep her functions 
as landlord and as tenant quite 
separate — because combining 
them might force hér to give up 
a viewpoint she now finds com. 
fortable and profitable. 

The tremendous size and 
complexity of our society has 
given each of us a specialized 
task and role to play; and it has 
become dangerously easy for 
each of us to consider his sepa- 
rate function as the whole per- 
son. 

We are the landlord, the ten- 
ant, the banker, the workman, 
the stockholder, and 50 on. 
These roles are usually so de 
manding, and so. restricting, 
that we forget ourselves as a 
human entity, and become only 
Part-of a persou; the part that 
is directly engaged in making a 
aving and protecting our poses- 
sions. 

Perhaps we can see the prob- 
lem more clearly with an every- 
day illustration. When the aver- 
age man is giving bis car, be 
is a. motorist, a pedestrians 
are menaces or fools who seem 
to be his sworn enemies; when 
he is walking, however, he be- 
comes gs pedestrian, and then 
the motorist is seen as the Iuna- 
tic foe. 

Yet, above both the Motorist 
and the pedestrian is the higher 
concept of the good citizen, who 
wants justice and fair treatment 
for walkers and drivers alike, 
and whose attitude does not 
depend on whether he happens 
at any given moment to be 
walking or driving. 

The lady who refused to move 
into her own building was deny- 
ing ber unity as a person, and 
preferred to think of herself 
only as a separate function. Her 
attitude, while understandable, 
is the greatest single stumbling 
block in the way of a decent and 
flexible social order — for, until 
we are willing to put ourselves 
in another person's place, to in- 
corporate his view in ours, we 
selfishly obstruct any vision of 
a better world,

TORONTO (CP) — A blue 
print for a vast rail commuting 
complex in the Metropolitan 
Toronto, Oshawa, Hamilfon and 
Niagara Falls area will be un- 
veiled in the next few days by 
the provincial government. 

Highways Minister Mac 
Naughton requested a study last 
March as part of the govern- 
ment’s over-all transportation 
study of the southern part of the 
province. 

An intensive study of existing 

railway lines and rights-of-way 
in the area was completed bya 
Toronto consultant firm, De- 
leuw, Cather. and Company. 
' The study shows «that. there 
are more than enough existing 
railway lines and rights-of-way 
to transport 10 to 20 times the 
1,500 to 2,000 commuters now 
using the rails into Toronto. 

The government would pro- 
pose an extremely fast service 
which would guarantee every 
commuter a seat. Luxury cars

Yet studies in the United 
States show that venison some- 
times carries More than three 
times the permissible level of 
modern chemical poisons. And 
Wildlife Service declares Can- 
adian game and sport fish are 
accumulating chemical poisons, 

In British Columbia, a fam- 
ous salmon, breeding ground 
was littered with dead fish 
after a spraying operation. 

The B.C. Government ig sett- 
ing up a special committee to 
probe spraying on farms, ranch- 
es and forests and its effect on 
people, livestock and crops. 

In another province misdir 
ected weed - killer spray killed 
a farmer’s entire crop. 

This seems to be evidence of 
a completely reckless use of 
virulent poisons on a mass 
scale. 

The worst and most danger- 
ous of these polsons were in | 
wide use before their insidious - 
effects were realiztd. Govern- 
ment controls are needed and 
will doubtless be devised. 

In the meantime the. spray- 
ing goes on, and the poisons 
are made and sold. $ 
- If doctops, pharmacists arid 
drug manufecturers dispensed 
proved poisons in this carefree 


_Aashion, they'd go to jail: 


Let us have the government 
controls, by all means. But jet 
us put the primary responsibili- 
ty where it belongs. That is 
with the chemists who devise 
and the manufacturers - who 
rush into production of peril- 
ous new poisons without tak- 
ing the time or trouble to learn 
their dangers and the commer 
cial appliers .who spread them 
abroad without due precaution. 

These practices for mere 
fit’ amount to criminal: negit- 
gence. No new compound 
should be put into commercial 
trade until its dangers are fully 
determined and disclosed, even 

. if it takes years of experiment.

These 
employees will be required to 
have a much higher level of 
theoretical knowledge to un- 
derstand and work with auto 
mated processes. 

The greatest impact of auto- 
mation is likely to be in those 
industries where a uniform pro- 
duct-is being made to satisfy 
a continuous demand. Automat- 
ed equipment is well suited to 
control such processes as oil 
refining and the generation of 
electric power. As more sophis- 
ticated equipment is developed, 
the number and types of oper. 
ation such equipment is able 
to perform will increase and 
persons currently performing 
those operations may be dis- 
placed. 

Automated equipment tends 
to be introduced during the up- 
swing of a business cycle. This 
means that more jobs are cre- 
ated in the design and manu- 
facture of automated equip- 
ment prior to their actual in- 
troduction in a particular firm. 
In such ‘periods of high econ- 
omic’ activity, workers displac- 
ed by automated equipment are 
usually able to find other jobs

ed. When, however, the busi- 
ness cycle begins its downward 
phase, these same peoplé-who 
have moved to other sectors 
or industries may find that they 
are unemployed.

Of Times 


By SYDNEY J. HARRIS 


Attending the opening of an 
art exhibit some time ago, I 
overheard a sweet little lady 
protest to the painter: “Why is 
modern art the way it is?” To 
which he politely shrugged, and 
T™urmured tactfully. “Why is 
Modern life the way it is?" 

But the best respunse to this 
constant query has been given 
by Robert Beverly Hale, of the 
Metropolitan Museum in New 
York, who once made the fol- 
lowing explanation: ;

Official government records 
show that nine out of ten fatali- 
ties in “survival” airplane ac- 


' cidents — crashes which occur 


during takeoffs or landings at 
low enough speeds to give occu- 
pants a good chance of surviv- 
al — result from the effects of 
fire. Such accidents, statistics 
indicate, occur far more fre- 
quently than “non - survival” 
crashes — those in which planes 
drop from higher altitudes, 

With this thought in mind, 
experiments almed at reducing 
crash fatalities in landing or 
take-off accidents by 90 percent 
will be conducted by the Feder. 
al Aviation Agency, which has 
awarded contracts worth $740,- 
000 for the projects. 

One firm will design and test 
a high-strength bladder cell fuel 
system that will resist puncture 
on impact. Another plans tests 
in which two four - engine air 
liners under remote contro} will 


be crashed deliberately for the

TORONTO (CP) — Premier John Robarts emerged today as 
master of the Ontario political field in his own right He had 
an enlarged Progressive Conservative majority in the legislature 
and his Liberal challenger, John Wintermeyer, was left without 
a seat and this morning offered his resignation as party leader. 

The 46-yearold premier not only enhanced the House 
standing bequeathed him by retiring premier Leslie Frost 22% 
months ago in Wednesday's general election but may have written 
the political epitaph of John Wintermeyer.

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Law and the Poles 


We have on our desk a mimeographed book, 
of some 220 pages, entitled “The Status Under 
International Law of the Eastern Territories of 
Germany.” It is by Dr. jur Herbert Kraus, who 
is described as “professor law” but not otherwise 
‘identified. j 

The book purports to prove that under inter- 
national law Poland has no right to those terri- 
torles which she annexed when she moved her 
frontier to the Oder-Neisse line. We suspect he 
proves his case. In any case, Dr. Kraus sound ter- 
ribly legal. His book contains various passages 
of the following type: “But Jellinek’s formula is 
not only applicable to the problem of the origin 
of objective rights. Should certain single facts 
be present in the case, it may, also apply to the 
coming into béing and the extinction of sub- 
jective rights and obligations (ex factis jus . 
oritur.)” ;

Smoke from the 
fire can promptly bother you 
so that, you do something 
about it, The danger is from 
fuels that don’t create much 
smoke. They still produce car 
bon monoxide though! 

You can’t see or smell mono- 
xide. That is why, year after 
year, people die of monoxide 
poisoning and others become 
ill from it, 

While many fuel gases are 
not poisonous, they can be 
dangerous in a tightly closed 
room simply by depriving the 
occupants of enough oxygen — 
asphyxiation, but not poisoning. 

There is only one safe rule: 
Never have a fire inside an en- 
closed building unless a chim- 
ney, stack or vent is provided 
to let the fumes escape. 


As to gas itself being polson- -;, 


ous, generally speaking, it isn’t 
very dangerous. Natural gas is 
not, and neither are many oth- 
er forms of heating or “bottled” 
gas. The_exception is artificial 
gas produced.from the incom 
plete combustion of coal or oil 
This js poisonous. Indeed, it 
contains éarbon monoxide. 
Given plenty of oxygen, mono- 
xide will burn, too, and give 
off carbon dioxide, which is 
not poisonous.
